Ron Klein's proposed legislation creating 
state regulation over the sale of not-for-profit 
community assets such as hospitals. 

That is a proposal we can strongly endorse. 

Florida's not-for-profit community hospitals 
and the people they serve - the same people 
who built the hospitals - need safe ports in the 
sea of for-profit hospital chains which are intent 
on taking the cream of our health care assets. 
Community benefit, improved hospital quality, 
„improved access to the hospital by all regard: 
less of financial consideration, or stimulatin, 
the addition of convenient, locally available 
hi care specialists are goals to which we as 
a not- rofit community-based hospital 
aspire. These goals all are seldom principal or 
important consi@lerations for the for-profit chain 
hospitals when they propose to buy not-! for-prof- 
it hospitals. Their concern, and rightly so from 


| their perspective, is the bottom-line - the prof- 


| itability of the hospital. 

Worse yet is their willingness to buy a local 
not-for- -profit community hospital for the sole 
purpose of closing it in order to enhance profits 
at one of their existing hospitals in the same 
market. 

The supporters, taxpayers, and ‘donoss of not» 
for-profit community hospitals such as Ever- 
glade’ Regional Medical Center deserve to be

The newspaper "s editorial contradiction in 
regard to our efforts to save our hospital for our 
community and the efforts by Boca Raton to 
save their hospital for their community defies 


. understanding. 


ERMC's board of trustees has been\criticized 
and even sued for its efforts to ensure health 
care for the residents of the Glades and parts of 
the four neighboring rural counties which rely 
on ERMC for hospital care. Yet a small power- 


. ful group has been attempting to take ERMC 


away from the'community. They propose either 
the sale or closure of ERMC. 

It is appalling to realize that this group is a 
public agency supposedly dedicated.to improv- 
ing affordable health care for the many in the 
Glades who cduld not otherwise afford adequate 
health care. Yet in this instance, it is operating 
in a manner identical to for-profit corporations 
which have destroyed local health care in so 
many small communities around the nation. 

The hospital issue at Boca Raton and in the. 


„Glades is exactly the same. 


It is just as wrong to deny the people of Paho- 
kee and the other Glades communities we serve 
the security of their community hospital as it is 
to deny the people of Boca Raton the same secu- 
rity. 

In both communities, the issue is one of keep- 
ing a valuable community asset ünder the own- 
ership and control of the local community which 
originally paid for the public asset. 

There has been, no editorial hue and cry in 
support for Pahokee and the Everglades board's 
efforts.to retain ERMC as there was for the 
Boca Raton hospital. Quite'to the contrary, 
ERMC trustees have been criticized for their 
attempts to protect the hospital. 

We are härd pressed to explain this contradic- 
tory position on the part of the newspaper. The 
issues are the same, but the inconsistency of 
the reaction causes us to wonder if our detrac-

The ERMC trustees remain committed to the
